The exhibit, which included five 


varieties of apples common to this 
section, ,was prepared last Thursday 
ind Friday in Biglervllle when a 
:ommittee of growers made careful 
^election of the 22 bushels of prize- 
ivinnig fruit from a large quan- 
tity of apples donated for the pur- 
pose by a number of orchardists who 
Had made preliminary examination 
Df the apples before offering them 
for farm show selection.

TESTS OF SIREN 
PLANNED DAILY 
AT 6 THIS WEEK 


A thorough test of Gettysburg's 


new coding siren will be made 
this week preliminary to a visit 
from Nathaniel -Alexander, an en- 
gineer of the Federal Electric com- 
pany from which the 
new equip- 


ment was purchased. 


Each evening this week at, 6 


o'clock, beginning this evening, the 
siren will be sounded in a test call. 
A different code signal will be used 
each evening. Ail the test calls will 
be sounded from the control board 
at the local United telephone ex- 
change where the fire alarms will 
be received and the alarms sounded 
under the new system. 


Joseph E. Codori. chairman of 


the special siren purchasing com- 
mittee from the fire company, said 
today that the Federal Electric 
company had 
recommended 
the 


series of tests so that the residents 
of the 
town 
might familiarize 


themselves with the sound of the 
device. 


It is the plan of the committee 


to Invite members of the company 
to station themselves at various 
points in the town during the tests 
so that reports may be secured on 
the manner in which the alarm is 
carried to all parts of the borough. 


A complete test of the new alarm 


system is to be made when the 
company engineer comes here likely 
next week. 


Codori 
revealed 
today 
that 


members of his committee 
and 


other fire company officers are of 
the opinion that some adjustments 
are advisable in the drawing of the 
lines between zones indicated by 
the various coded calls. The sys- 
tem 
previously 
announced, was 


compiled 
by 
Federal 
Electric 


company engineers. 


Firemen claim that the sections 


of the town in which the greatest 
number of calls originate—especial- 
ly parts of the Third ward—are 
not divided* into sufficiently small 
areas to make for efficiency in lo- 
cating the blazes. 


Under the system as drawn at 


present the various call zones are 
of nearly equal size. The revision 
probably will set smaller zones for 
various 
calls in the areas where 


the largest number of calls have 
their origin. Territories where fire 
calls are few will be divided into 
larger zones, it is planned.

San Diego. Calif., Jan. 18 (AP>.—

The lowest temperature to date 


in 1938 but not the lowest for the 
season was recorded this morning 
on instruments of Dr. Henry Stew- 
art, local official weather observer. 
The mercury dropped to 18 degrees. 
Last month a season's low of 10 
degrees above zero was reached.

A man himself 
contains enough potassium to kill 
several persons. Yet this poison in 
the potato—or in the man—never 
hurts a human being. 


Potassium is a soft, silvery metal 


which never occurs by itself, but al- 
ways in combination with other 
chemicals. A little bit of it in the 
human blood stream is fatal. Yet 
the human cells are high in potas- 
sium. 
The 
poisonous metal' is 


bound" in the cells. For some rcaT j 
son not known it does not escape. ' 


Take away the potassium from a 


man's cells and he would probably 
die. Just why it is part of the body's 
cells is not known. There has been 
some recent evidence that this sil- 
very stuff is useful in regulating the 
heart. 


Medically potassium is useful for 


a large variety of ills. Its uses de- 
pend on what other substance is 
combined with it. With bromide it 
quiets spasms. It is useful in skin 
troubles, for nerves, rheumatism and 
tuberculosis.

costs of coal to the consumer and 
80,000 miners out of work," the Gov- 
ernor told Washington newsmen. 


"Conferences looking toward a 


remedy will continue in the very 
near future." 


The President gave him assurances 


of "whole hearted interest and sup- 
port for a remedy" for the ills of the 
gigantic anthracite workings in east- 
ern Pennsylvania, the Governor said. 


Earle was the major witness at an 


Interstate Commerce commission 
hearing on the Pennsylvania coal 
problems before his interview with 
Mr. Roosevelt. 


for the present recession," he said, 
"this more long-time, permanent 
approach which we have been work- 
ing on should be differentiated from 
plans or proposals which so prolific- 
ally spring up under the spur of im- 
mediate pressure." 


He said the formal call for organ- 


izing tlie council would go out soon. 


The council would draw its mem-

and auto finance men. 


This meeting will follow a con- 


ference Wednesday with the Com- 
merce department's business advis- 
ory council, which includes some of 
the most prominent figures in busi- 
ness and industry. 


Mr. Roosevelt has been keenly in- 


terested in auto financing. At a re- 
cent press conference, in talking 
about how business and government 
might co-operate more, he gave re- 
porters the impression he wanted to 
eliminate "high pressure" selling 
and to keep production more regu- 
lar, possibly by tightening credit 
terms. 


In automobile circles here, it was 


said the finance companies had 
tightened up" somewhat last year.

which the government captured D e­ 
cember 21 in a surprise maneuver. 
Insurgents had held it nearly 18 
months. 
Meanwhile, the Government was 
believed preparing a new offensive 
on the Guadalajara front, 50 miles 
northeast of Madrid, where an In ­ 
surgent army was reported prepar­ 
ing for a new attem pt to encircle 
the former capital.
